Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection gound(s) is maintained. Regarding 
the applicant's main argument that 'The material included in the second ceramic portion [7, 7'] (magnetic material) is different from a 
material included in a first ceramic portion [1, V] (dielectric material). In contrast, as recited in claim 9 of the present invention, a second 
ceramic portion includes one or more second layers including the same first material as in the first ceramic portion and discrete portions 
distributed on a surface thereof including a second material different from the first material." Yamaguchi clearly discloses that both of 
the first ceramic portion and the second ceramic portion include the same material which is ceramic. Note that the instant invention 
recites "said second ceramic layers comprising said first material", not the second ceramic layers comprising an identical layer to the 
first layer. Regarding the argument that "Shouji fails to show a layer including a first material and discrete portions distributed on a 
surface thereof including a second material different from the first material, as recited in claim 13 of the instant application." Fig. 2A of 
Shouji shows that a first material [21; ceramic] and discrete portions [22; magnetic patterns] distributed on a surface, therefore, the 
second material different from the first material. 
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
